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ATLzTzTxz from the POPE, 


Ear Sons, whom now thy Engliſh Den of Hereticks 
deſpiſe, who now are by them made the Ludibriuw 
haminum,who for all your cunning ſtratagems and 
heroick Plots and Treafons,and all your learning, 
yet (to my ſorrow I ſpeak it ) you are likely 
both now to be driven out from, baniſhed, and utterly diſregard- 
ed by theſe Hgonors ( filly Souls : ) yerl your old Father, before 
I take my leave of the World and of you , which if Hereticks 
ſtill purſue to ſpit out their Malice againſt you my Sons the Feſuits, 
and if as is reported the Penal Laws be put in execution againſi 
you, will ſuddenly put a period to this my now uncomfortable 
life. Yet till me thinks 1 ought not to deſpair , but wait to ſee 
our Halcyon days, and Hereticks be again brought under the rod 
of our holy Inquiſition. You know Sons how I have erected 
Seminaries , and to what end; which my enemies do call bad 
Conventicles,no better then Cockatrices to hatch treaſon : in theſe 
1 never thought any Coſt too dear , whercby either to make your 
Bodies fit for travail , or to help your natures inclination with 
fallacious art for the accompliſhment of our purpoſe. And now my 
Sons *tis high time that you fall from contemplation to practiſe, 
or elſe I ſay all is loſt: forProteſtants give out that Popery has 
ſeen its bett days in England; and I hear the Parliament , that 
Pope-marring Aſſembly, will drive you like Foxes into corners : 
nay , 1 am informed that Heretick-like they have publickly burn 
the cfigics of my Holineſs ; and that D. S. a leading man among 
theſe Hereticks, hath charged us with, nay not only charged, bur 
proved that Catholicksare Idolatersz and that they make no more 
of confuting Cardinal Bellarmine , then] drinking of a glaſs of 
Wine. Ah now what is become of all our ſubtilty? we are now 
begirt about with our Father the Divils deviſes .Now therefore 
feeing it is thus , let none of you ſcorn your Old Fathers dirccti- 
ons:tor though your younger years be riper inArt,yet my experience 
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(4) 
may teach you what in great delignes is to be affeted. Engliſh | as 
are, whoſe Albiow-Cliffs have heretofore ſeemed to my predeceſſors 
and me like Rocks of pure Diamond, where ſome have rightly 
loved us;and'from thedepth of their affection have embraced you 
my deareſt Children: but the greateſt part now purſue me with 
deadly hatred, terming me no better than a blood-lucking Canxi- 
bal, a Robber of Churches, a Patron of Hercliecs, a Father. of 
Falſchood, the Broacher of Quarrells, the Sced-man-of Sedition, 
the Infringer of Liberties, the Controler of Princes, the Enemy 
of Chyiſt, the Monſter and Aftoniſhment. of Natarey in Chayaing 
Chriftians Souls in miſerable Thraldom, and more then Egyptian 
ſervitude, " 

But we expe the time when theſe Clouds may, nay will va- 
niſh; be not diſcouraged 3 you know after a_ſtorm comes a 
calme, after Perſecution liberty 3 the thoughts of which is unto 
me' as it were a Reſtorative, to revive wy faint and languiſhing 
Spirits : which hope doth chiefly depend upon yout cunning 
in compaſſling ; an _ conliſteth in this which followeth :; 
Firſt, that you work upon ſuch as are fit to be added to our Ca- 
tholick faRion 3 and ſecondly, in the manner of the performance. 
Thoſe that are the likelyeſt to be fitted to this frame, that is, to 
Iend a hand when opportunity ſtrikes allarme (1 ſpeak- not ſons 
of thoſe who already are devout Catholicks, earneſtly expe, 
and heartily. pray for ſucceſs in our Cauſe ) either are Male-con- 
tents whom, envy or. malice may make delirous of a change 3. or 
looſe profeſſors, who have lent their love to voluptuous delights 
or prodigalitiecs, Children whom extreme want hath made def- 
perately minded 3 or wanton wanderers, whom long travail h#th 
deprived of natural affeQion. 

And thus began Mahomet to ſtrengthen his State , by joyning 
himſclt with the angry Souldiers of Heradlies , ſtirring up their 
minds againſt the Emperor, and encouraging them in their de- 
feQion3 whereupon in proceſs of time it came to paſs , that al- 
though many could not abide him, from the baſencis of his Birth, 
and odiouſneſs of. his former Life 3 yet growiog from a Thict 
{0 a ſeditious Souldier, and from a ſeditious Souldier to be Cap- 
 fain of a Rebellious hoſt , his Mahometical force began to ſub- 
doe, mighty people. Now as you muft ſtrike with Mabomez 
while the -Iron -is hot, and. work thoſe with dilttgence whoſe 
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- inclination you find pliable A _ your wiſdom appear in the 
-manner of this work, wherein I would have you to propound 
to __ ſelves the deceitfulneſs of the damned wretch before 
named. 

1 would not for all the world it were-known , my Sons, that 
: you followed ſor baſe a pattern of a cozening Knave, for an ex- 
ample of imitatiorr:. this Mabomes , not only to gratihe his 
Companions, but alſo the more catily to allare all Nations, recei- 
ved all Religions 3 the pertinacy of Arrizs, the error of Neftorias, 
the vein invention of the Thalmadifts > therefore from the Jews 
- he- received Circumcifron , from the Chriſtians fundry waſhings 
as it were Baptiſm , and with Sergizs denyed Chriſt his Di- 
vinity. | 

Secondly, to inlarge his Kingdom, he made ſuch Laws as were 
fit to win and allure the vileſt 3 as to his Arabizny, baſe wretches, 
accuſtorned to live upon ſpoil , he alloweth Theft, and fetteth-a 
Law for revenge : 'hurt him which hure you s he that killeth 
- his enzmy,or is is killed by him,cntreth into Paradice : ' he permits 
ot having many Wives, Divorcement for trifling cauſesz pro- 
mileth Paradice to them that give liberally, and fighe for 
Ins fake. 

Thirdly , miftrufting his fall , with many Bulworks hath 
. be tenced/his Law, that no way be open toWbyvert it; - Firſt, 
by commanding to kill them which ſpeak againſt his Alcoran 3 
Secondly, by forbidding men to confer with a contrary Sect 3 
and thirdly, by prohibiting credit to be given: to any of a con- 
trary Religion. 

Now Sirs, why ſhould'not we prevail as well as this deceiver, 
whom for example I have mentioned to you my Children ? have 
- not we as many Motives, as plauſible Rhetoricians to perſwade ? 
for Firlt , as: he to: allure all Nations received all Religions, fo 
I your Old Father have found out ſach a Religion as is -com- 
pounded of all ſorts,that all __ be pleaſ:dz and therefore our 
Enemies have called -it- the Cruſe and Budget of herefies, Se- 
condly, our DoErines are as mighty-to prevail, as ever were the 
Laws of Mabomet. If: Old Men be covetous, their young men 
voluptuous, Nobles Ambitious, and-the common (fort Ceremoni- 
- 054 we have ſuch allurements as are alſo to win'them: to the 
rich covetouſneſs., with Craft and Cruelty, and- the reſt of her 
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faCtours ,.we .have.Coyned aPaury, the fire of our gain : 
to fied the, voluptuous ,' qur Religion admits. imple Fornicatioy, 
and our practiſc hath erefted Stews ; to draw .on the Riotous, 
diffolute and idle do-nothings,we have ordained many odd Holy- 
days 3 at: Kogation to carry Banners, after Pentecoſt to go about 
with Corpus Chriftz, play, and other knick-naks : nay, to encourage 
you in Treaſon' or deſperate undertakings, we have canonized 
Garnet, and other zealous Catholicks, who ſuffered Martyrdom 
- for the Catholick Cauſe,after that heroick,and of-all good Eatho- 
licks to be commended, though unfortutiate Powder-Plot, To 
keep men.fromthe ſight of their ſins, we have taught them to 
mince them, and that the firlt motions are no ſins unleſs they 
go with conſent, that ſome are venial, and need but an Aſperge 
of Holy Water, or a Biſhops bleſling : - to win ambitious hearts, 
' that. fain would be aloft, you muſt teach that my power is to 
give Kingdoms to ſuch as can conquer them , and to diſcharge 
Subje&s from their Oaths of 'Allegiance and Loyalty, as our 
Pius the fifth and Gregory the thirtecath did: againſt that Here- 
tick - ( thovgh ito, all the world and to us our ſelves known 
molt Virtuous ) Queen Elizabeth. Further, we give immortality 
' toſuch as can pluck the Crown from the Princes head z and tell 
you that. ( which is a ' molt” damnable lye, but no matter (o 
long as the-Catolick cauſe is advanced ) to murder a Hugonot, 
or. blow vp ata blaſt an Heretical Parliament, arc works meri- 
£Orious, 
Tf. the people will know nothing, to fit their humours we teach 
that Ignorance is the Mother of Devotion , That Tmages are books for 
 rLay-men; That knowledge of the Scriptures makes Herefies 3 and not 
as that Heretick Dr. $. teaches, that the Scripture ought to be the - 
Rule of our Faith, but that it is ſufficient that their faith be folded 
up-in our Church-bclief, without underſtanding or knowing what 
At is. - Again , fo pleaſe the multitude, and to draw them to our 
- Side, wt-have holy Reliques (Ob molt pretious ! ) Diſpenſations, 
- Indygences, and thouſands of years of Pardon 3 and that Catho- 
likes-mult believe not what Chriſt and his Apoſtles have taught, 
- but hat-the Church believes, right-or wrong 3 and: that they 
ought to pin'their Faith upon the tallible Infallibility of her , and 
/ Bot a5 Dr. $,; athrims;, upon (that-heretical dangerous'Buok) the 
Scriptures, Which have made Herchies , as wiſely.(aid that Cardi- 
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nal , when it was enquired how to mwny Hzrefies cam: into the 
world : Why, (ays he, we may thank ounſlver for it alone : for 
bad we kept that dangerow Book the Bible in ax unkztwa Tongue, 
theſe Hereſies bad never ſprung ſo thick z but naw eviry pagoate ant 
Lay-beretick puts bis expoſition npon the Scriptures. And was not 
this an{wered like him(clt, think you, my ſoas ? Yea czrtainly : 
fox now we hade it, to 0ur wofal experience. 

Laſtly, leſt ſimplicity either ta Church-Service or Adminiſtr2- 
tion of Sacraments ſhould breed contempt, we have addcd many 
more petty matters to make. them more commendable, more ac- 
ceptable to the palat, and our followers more devout 3 as ia our 
Churches gilded Images, Altars, Super-A!tars, Candicliicks, and 
ſach-like : In our Mallings and Church-Service, Golden garments, 
coſily Colours, {trange Geliutes,, warbling and numbering of 
Beads,&ec, In- our Prieſts, ſquare Caps,Ba!d Crowns.great Hoods :; 
In our Orders, Croffing, Anointing, Shriving, forlwearing Wed - 
lock, &e. In our Baptiſm, Waſhing of hands, Salcing, Spawhng, 
Exorcifing, Colling : In Receiving, to come with b-ards new 
ſhaven, and an imagination of a bodily and real prefence 3 whic! 
makesCatholikesdeyoutly to receive,when they are taught and re- 
ally chink it (o,but in truth none is, but as the Hereticks own my- 
ſtically ſo to be. And laflly, left this ous jugling (hould be c(picd, 
which I your old Father hear begins to be too manitc!t, we have 
made as {trong Fences for Papiſm, as ever did that wicked Bezli tor 
Mahometiſm. For firſt, we have endeavoured to bury the Scri- 
ptures, leſt by that light all our Projedts,obicure delignes and dark- 
neſs ſhould be diſcovered 3- which if ſudden care be not taken, 1 
ove reaſon to fear it will too too ſuddenly. Yet fear not, the Fow- 

er is fain many times to follow. his Garaz long before he can ob- 
tain it 3 the Angler is fain many times to fit whole hours by the x1- 
vcr-lide, before he can perſwade the lilly Fiſh to ſnap up their own 
deſtraftion., We have waited long,and mapy of our well- delign'd 
and heroick Plots (ſuch as was the Gun-powder-txeaſon)have mil- 
carryed : but there may come a time when ——— 

Secondly, Church-ſirvice we have thruſt upon filly people in a 
(trafige Tanguage 3 Sons, you'know well why:tor Simou Magus was 
never detettcd, before Chiift was preached in S$2maria. 

Thirdly, we have forbjdden cur followers 50 conter wich the 
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«Hugonit;oforthiey ate always i at us with the Scepter ofthe 
- Ward, and ſtill ery, To the Law and tbe Teſtimony, Sec. * 

Further, we telbyou, that avy thing, thopghthe horrideſt Muy 
der-or Jycaſon you hapld at, is highly meritorious,ſo that there 
by the Catholike Caufe-may be reſpeted , and theintereſt of our 
; Church (1 mean, that you may fill your- own Coffters) advanced*; 
and that as among{t the Scyrbians he was reputed the braveſt Gen- 
tleman that ſpilt moſt bloud 3 ſo I tell you, he is Canonized for the 
worthieſt Cathglick, that can bring moſt ſouls to confulon. 

And now, what can we do more ? Yet what doth-chere cl{ere 
main, but that you uſe all diligence, feeding your favourites with 
 firoog hope and large promiſes, ſtanding at the Conrt-gates with. 
Abſalom, the lively image of Courtly Politicks, (ceming to pity the 
pzoples eſtate,when his ambitious humour Tid greedily afpire after 
his Fathers Kingdom. Eyen {o- you my Sons, 'teH them thee 
their Religion is good, and how I your Father andthiirvdo pity 
them, and that it I had the diſpoſition'of the Crown,plenty ſhould 
-tolow the Sceptcr, and peace thould follow plenty. i ſay no 
more unto you,but walk cloſely,and keep-your ſelves in renebris : 
For your predeceſſors, I know 'not whether to a(cribe it to augry 
Starrs, the influenceof the Heavens,negle&t of opportunity, want 
.of (ecrelie, by-tao. greg ſcoutity, have had: {o bad ſucceſs, that 

inſtead of ſppplanting a ingdom, they have broke theis Necks 
:. Tybym 3. and inſtead of reconciling Souls to the Romiſh faRtion, 
-they have united their Heads:toa Hatter 5-this craelty have th 
ſa{taived for my ſake, whom therefore 1; have Crowned wi 
| Martyrdom, and Queſtion not buryhat they have as good rewards 
as they deſerved. . 'Thus. hoping: and oxpeRing ito hear the 
downtal of  Hereticks, I am your tender ( though by Hugmots
